REMARKS: 

In the present amendment, new dependent claim 28 is added in order to more fully 
claim features of the invention. In order to clarify the support for new claim 28, the 
specification has been amended to include a more explicit description of the claimed 
functionality. Support for these amendments may be found in incorporated by reference 
Patent No. 5/71 3,856 at column 5, lines 20 - 47. Thus, no new matter is added by these 
amendments. 

It is respectfully requested that the above-identified application be amended pursuant 
to 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(c) to name the correct inventors. The invention disclosed and claimed in 
the above-identified application pursuant to the Amendment being filed concurrently 
herewith was invented by Robert J. Duffy, Lon M Severe, Edward M. Richards, Shawn W. 
Dekalb, James P. Stewart, and Timothy Vanderveen. 

At the time the above-identified application was filed, Timothy Vanderveen was 
omitted without deceptive intention as a co-inventor of the invention disclosed but not 
claimed since the relevant subject matter was already disclosed and incorporated by reference 
in U.S. Patent No. 5,713,856. The addition of new claim 28 as presented herein necessitates 
the addition of an inventor, Timothy Vanderveen. Mr. Vanderveen is also named as an 
inventor on the incorporated patent
